O-ie of them his already fufTcrcil mar­ 
tyrdom, and the other it now engaged in trat)I- 
lating the Scriptures» and in concerting pUns 
for the conversion of bis countrymen. 
Tbe 
name of tbe martyr w u Abdallab ; and the 
name of the other, who is tranil^ting the 
Scriptures, is Sabat / or« as he is called fmce 
his Chriilian bsptifui, Nathaniel Sabat.— Sa« 
bat relided in n«y boufe ionic time before I 
left India, and 1 had trom his own month the 
chief part of (he account which 1 ihull now 
g i f t to you. 
Some particulars I lud from 
other«. 
Hie converfiQii took place after th* 
Birtyrdom of AbdalUh, 11 to wliofe death hs 
was 
confanting ¡" and he related the cir* 
cuiöüance to me with many touri* 


Abdtllo.h end Sabat were intimate friends« 
a id btiug young men of family in Arabia, 
they agreed to travel together, and to villi 
foreign countries. 
They were both zealoui 
Mahometans. Sabet is ion of Ibrahim Sabat? 
a noble family of the line of Beni-SaU«t( who 
trace their pedigree to Mahomet. 
The tw* 
friend* left Arabia, after paying their *doi»~ 
tioos at the tomb of their prophet at Mecca» 
and travelled through l^erfia, and thence to 
Cabul. 
Abdallah was appointed to an oiTica 
of State under Zomatin Shat), King of Cabul f 
and Sabat left him there, and proceeded on * 
tour through Tartary. 


While Abdallah remained at Cabul, he was 
converted to tbe ChriiUan faith by the perufal 
of a Bible (as ia fuppofed belonging to a 
Cbriüiau from Armenia, then rrfuhngat Ca« 
bul.) 
Iu the Mahometan (\atek, it is death 
for a man of rank to become a Chriilian. Ab« 
dallah endeavoured for a time to conceal hia 
converfion, but finding it no longer poölble» 
he detennined to dee to fatTK of the Chriitian 
churches near the Cafp'm» lea. 


He accordingly left Cabul in difguife, and 
lwd gained the great ci'y ol Bochara, in 'l ar- 
tary, when he was met in the 0 -eets ot tliaC 
city by his fiicnd Sabat, who imm'uiaiely re- 
cogiaed him. 
Sahat b 'd heard of his con* 
verfion and flight, and 
fillfd witu indig-* 
nation at his conduit. 
Abbalhh knew hi* 
danger, and diiew himft lf at the tcciot Sa­ 
bat. 
He confeffed that he 
w ; * g a (lh<i(lian* 
and implored him by the t \ c red tie of their 
former friepdftup. to i<*t him efcjpe with hia 
life. ‘‘ But, Sir»" f id Sao.:t 
when ri-lati.ijDi 
the Rory hunfeli '* I bad no pity, 
I c m ed 
my i'ervants to fci*e him. and I delivered 
“ him up to Morad Shah, King ot Uochara- 
*• He wa& fentenced to die, and a herald went 
M through the city of Bnchara, announcing 
*• the time of his execution. 
An immenie 
4‘ multitude atttnded, aud the chi«t men of 
“ tbe city. 
I alfo went and Uood near t o 
Abdallah.

“ would abjure Chnit, the executioner ftand-

Soon after his arrival, he was appoint» 
rd by the Knglifh government a Mufti, or 
exj.oundfr of Mahometan law ; hia g r e a r
